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Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of claims 1 -2 in the reply filed on April 1 4, 2005 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mathews et 
al. [U.S. Pat. 6,686,649]. 



Mathews et al. (figs. 1-2, cols. 3-6) disclose a semiconductor device, comprising: 
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an insulating layer (102); 

an interconnect line (126A) embedded in said insulating layer; 

a circuit element (104) mounted on said insulating layer; 

packaging layer (140) formed to cover said circuit element; and 

an electroconductive shielding film (152) formed to cover said packaging layer, 

wherein said interconnect line (126A) is electrically coupled to said shielding film. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mathews 
et al. [U.S. Pat. 6,686,649] in view of Satoh et al. [U.S. Pat. 5,142,919]. 

Mathews et al. substaintally discloses all the limitations as claimed above except 
a protective film formed to cover said shielding film, said protective film comprising 
material having higher corrosion resistance than that of a material that is included said 
shielding film. However, Satoh et al. discloses that a protective Ni plating film formed 
on the shielding film 15 (col. 6, lines 66-68 and col. 7, lines 1-3). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use Ni for covering the shielding 
film as taught by Satoh et al. into the device of Mathews et al. because Ni material 
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would has higher corrosion resistance than shielding Cu film which provide the known 
purpose of protecting the shielding film.
